HOW TO REGISTER 


Advance registration is essential’ if proper arrange- 
ments for your unit are to be made. Unless someone knows you are 
coming, adequate camping areas may not be available and other 
facilities may not be ready. So, pre-register! 


A registration form is included in this packet. Also, 
forms will be included in the Chicago Area Scouter, avail- 
able at the Council office, or can be sent on request by 
mail. Simply complete the form and send it to the Council 
Office, Boy Scouts of America, 730 West Lake St., Chicago 
Tilinois 60606. Make checks payable to the Chicago Area 
Council. : 


Fees are as follows: Tiger Cubs, Cub Scouts and 
Leaders -' $3.50; Webelos, Boy Scouts, Explorers, and 
Leaders - $4.50. This fee includes the Camporall patch 
and a weekend Scouting adventure. 


The deadline for registration is May 9th for all 
units camping for the weekend. Cub Scouts Packs attending 
only on Saturday, June 2nd, should register by May 16th. 


CHECK IN 


Upon arrival at Hoover Scout Reservation you should 
check in with your unit roster. Webelos, Boy Scouts, 
and Explorers camping with the district should report to 
the District Headquarters, with the District Camp Chief. 
Explorers should report to the Exploring Headquarters. 
Cub Scout Packs will report with their unit rosters to the 
Cub Scout Area Gateway. The roster forms will be sent to 
you when you submit your advance registration. A sample 
is included in this manual. Please note: Webelos camping 
out will register with the troop that they are camping with. 


It's a simple system. If you're camping check in with 
district or division headquarters. If you are Cub Scouts 
spending the day, check in at the Cub Scout Area.

CAMPORALL GUIDELINES 


1. Sheath Knives and Axes - Because the majority of the cooking 
fires will be charcoal, you will not need these. And there 
won't be any wild animals to skin, so leave them at home. 


DO NOT CUT LIVE TREES. 
Zia Guns and Firearms - Absolutely not. There will be no oppor- 


tunity to use the. The same is true of archery equipment. 


3. Alcoholic Beverages and Narcotics - Not permitted at Scout 
camps for anyone. 


4. Fireworks - Not permitted. 

oa Registered Scouts - All participants (Cub Scouts, Webelos, 
Scouts, §& Explorers) must be offically registered members 
of the Boy Scouts of America. 


6. Fox River - Off limits to all Camporall personnel, with the 
exception of Explorers during the canoe race. 


"We Uniforms - All Scouts and leaders should be in complete uniform 
when outside their unit campsite. : 


8. Liquid Fuel - To be used by adult leaders only. 


9. Ground Fires - Not permitted, except for Friday night district 
camp fires. DO NOT CUT TREES. 
10. Vehicles - Will not be allowed in camp except for designated 


parking areas.

Cooking - Each unit is responsible for its own food. No ground 
fires will be permitted. Charcoal is suggested. DO NOT CUT 
LIVE TREES. 

Visitors - Are encouraged and welcome all day Saturday and 
Sunday morning. They will park in the visitors’ parking and 
walk to the campsites and program areas. 


Emergencies - In case of an emergency, the unit should contact 
its district headquarters who will, in turn, contact the 
Camporall Headquarters. If someone must be reached at the 
Camporall, we will need the person's name, unit number and 
district. It may take some time to find an individual, so 
leave a call-back number. Emergency calls only can be placed 
to the Camporall Headquarters, 553-7342. 


s - All campsites will be laid out Jamboree style and 
assigned by the District Camp Chief and his staff. 


Security - Security will be maintained in the camping area as 
well as the vehicle and storage areas. Each troop should plan 
security in its campsite at all times, even when the Scouts are 
at program areas and the Arena Show. An adult leader should 

be in the campsite at all times. 


Sanitation - Enough latrines will be available to meet National 
Council requirements. They will be located on the grounds at 
all district sites. They are not to be used as garbage dumps 
or for washing dishes. ; 


Refuse - You are responsible for your own garbage removal. 
Large metal dumpsters will be located near your campsite. 
Place refuse in it, not around!! Fight litter; pick up in 
your areas. 


Water - The present water system will be used, and water 
buffaloes will be strategically placed throughout the Scout 
reservation.

DRIVING AND PARKING INSTRUCTIONS 


All unit personnel are encouraged to arrive as early as possible on 
Friday night. A map is included to help in driving to Hoover Scout 
Reservation in Yorkville, Illinois. The two best routes are: 


1. East-West Tollway (I-5) to Sugar Grove exit 
(U.S. 30-47). West to Route 47. South on Route 47 
to Fox Road. West on Fox Road to camp. 


2. Stevenson Expressway (I-55) to Plainfield exit 
(Route 126). Take Route 126 West to Route 47. 
North on Route 47 to Fox Road. West on Fox Road 
to camp. , 


If you are chartering a bus, please contact Frank Pitts, 559-0990, for 
additional directions for bus drivers. 


Special parking has been established for cars coming into the camp. You 
are asked to keep your cars in those areas only. 


Cars with equipment will be able to enter the camp and unload at 
designated unloading areas, In addition, unloading should all be 
on one side of the road. Each car unloading will be allowed 20 minutes 
to do so, after which they will be asked to proceed to the parking area. 


The gates will close promptly at 12:00 midnight Friday, after which all 
equipment will have tobe carried in by the Scouts, The gates will 
be opened again Sunday morning at 7:00 a.m. 


Try to pack cars so that the minimum amount of cars will come 
into the traffic flow, 


_ Traffic signs and personnel will be available to assist you, please 
obey their directions. Please help ensure a smooth flow. 


No camping trailers or mobile camping vehicles will be allowed to 
remain in the campsite.

Three First Aid Stations will be located on the camp grounds, one 
near the Cub Scout area, one near the Camporall Headquarters, 
and one in the West Field. Also, special arrangements have been 
made with the Aurora Hospital if their services are required. 


BUS TRANSPORTATION 


Bus transportation can be arranged for packs, troops, and 
posts, attending the Camporall. The buses will deliver Scouts 
to the Camporall on Friday evening and Saturday morning. A 
central pick-up and return location will be identified in each 
district. The cost of round trip bus transportation is $7.00 
per person.
